_     After  graduating  from  Ripon  College  in  1871,  I 
entered  the  Law  School  of  Columbia  University.   I  met  there  grad* 
uates  from  many  colleges  of  the  East  and  West  and  a  few  from 
:British  and  Continental  xiniversities. 

Coming  from  the.  West  myself,  I  was  naturally  curious 
about  the  Eastern  and  European  students  and  closely  studied  their 
methods  and  acquirements.   I  discovered  a  difference  between  them 
and  the  Western  students,  but  the  difference  did  not  cause  me  to 
regret  that  I  had  pursued  my  studies. in  the  West.  There  seemed  to 
me  to  be  a  vigor  and  individuality  in  the  Western  students  that 
■was  wanting  in  the  Eastern.    I  got  an  impression  that  the  former. 
went  to  college,  and  that  the  latter  were  sent.     I  an  to-day, 
as  I  was  then,  an  advocate  of  the  Western  college.   I  like  its 
environinent ^  its  f orcefulness,  its  character;  and  in  my  opinion, 
it  is  graduating  from  year  to  year  a  larger  percentage  of  strong 
men  than  is  the  average  Eastern  college. 

I  like  Ripon  College  for  its  high  meaital  and  moral 
atmosphere  and  its  absence  of  many  of  the  temptations  which  beset 
youth.  Its  graduates  take  a  high  stand  in  the  professional  and 
special  schools  wherever  they  go,  and  with  few  exceptions,  become 
leading  and  influential  citizens. 

I  earnestly  urge  young  men  to  get  their  academic 
education  in  the  West,  in  axi   institution  like  Ripon  College,  and 
then  come  East  for  their  professional  or  special  training.    The

My  Dear  Ivfr,  "Judd:- 

Replying  to  ycur  kind  favor  asking  for  an  expres- 
sion from  me  concerning  the  "usefulness,  high  ideals,  and  standard  of 
scholarship,  "and  so  forth,  of  our  college,  It  occurs  to  me  that  I  cuxx 
serve  your  present  purpose  best  by  confining  my  statement  mainly  to  a 
single  point.   It  is  evident  that  the  strength  of  a  college  is  in  its 
faculty,  in  the  first  place,  but  secondarily,  and  almost  as  essentially. 
In  the  kind  of  students  which  It  gathers  to  itself.  And  this  second 
point  is  the  one  of  v^friich  I  would  speak.    In  my  long  connection  with 
the  college,  I  have  been  constantly  grateful  and  proud  when  I  have  con- 
sidered the  kind  of  material  of  which  the  large  body  of  our  students 
has  been  made  up.   They  have  been  on  the  whole,  a  superior  company  of 
young  men  and  women,  so  much  so  that  they  have  constituted  a  tv£e_  of 
high  order.  The  preponderating  majority  have  been  young  people  of  good 
parts,  earnest  in  all  branches  of  vork,  strong  in  a  genuine  moral  enthu~ 
slasm,  and  inspired  by  high  aims  and  aspirations.   A  college  may  be 
small,  but  it^  cannot  be  inferior  so  long  as  it  draws  to  itself  that 
kind  of  students.   During  the  current  year,  the  enrollment  in  my  classes 
has  numbered  a  trifle  less  than  sixty,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to 
testify  that  the  old  standard  of  quality  is  fully  maintained.  The  average 
Is  very   high  indeed. 

Old  students  coming  back  to  us  7/ilJ  notice  many  visible 
improvements  as  the  years  go  on,  but  I  suspect  that  they  will  be  mos^ 
gratified  of  all  to  find  the  old  enthusiasms  for  sound  -learning, 
earnest  living,  and  noble  character.
